Jones et al. (5,510,447, see column 4 lines 61-66) is cited as 
evidence supporting examiner's position of inherency. Regarding the position of obviousness, rejection over Barda et al. in view of Volkert 
et al. is maintained to be proper, and applicants have not made a clear and convincing showing of new or unexpected results attributable 
to the employment of the claimed esterification catalysts in the compositions as claimed to overcome the rejection set forth. 
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
